DAMAGE IS NOT 
KNOWN TO OWNER 


Fire of an unknown origin this 


morning destroyed the large barn, 
harness, plow, fanning mill and a 
hay loader together with a large 
quantity of hay on the farm of 
Lloyd Heller, about one quarter of 
a mile north of McKnightstown on 
the Arendtsville road. 
The farm 


was formerly owned by H. L. Snyder. 


Just how the fire started is not 


known although the theory was ad- 
vanced that it may have started 
from a spark from the chimney of 
the residence nearby. 


Mr. Heller was feeding his stock 


at about 5:30 this morning when 
members of his family noticed the 
top of the barn in flames. All the 
stock was removed by Mr. Heller 
•while Mrs. Heller ran to the home 
of Ira Deardorff some distance away 
to notify the department. She was 
unable to establish telephone com- 
munication with the, Cashtown fire 
company and Theodore Goss, of Mc- 
Xnightstown, drove to Cashtown to 
notify the firemen. 


Local Company Responds 


The Gettysburg fire company was 


also summoned and when they ar- 
rived the Cashtowrraepartmerit^was 
pumping water 
from a nearby 


stream. All efforts of the two corn- 
panes to save the barn, fifty by sev- 
enty feet in size, were futile. The 
flames had 
gained considerable 


headway before the fire was dis- 
covered and had reached a stage 
out of control of the firemen when 
they arrived upon the scene of the 
conflagration. 


"The stock had been removed, from 
"*e shed and fortunately for the 


/'ner there were no farm imple- 


ments except a few pieces of ma- 
chinery in the barn at the time of 
the blaze. 


The damage was not estimated by 


Mr. Helier. The barn is destroyed 
and it is said that the loss will run 
into several thousand dollars.

Hurt in Blast and Blaze 


Cleveland, June 7 (AP)—Eight 


persons were known dead, a. half 
dozen were missing and nearly 
two score others were burned or 
injured in an explosion and fire 
which destroyed a six-story apart- 
ment building here today. 


Fireman hacked at the still 


smouldering ruins this afternoon 
in search of the missing while an 
investigation was started as to the 
cause of the explosion. 


The apartment house was en- 


veloped in a solid wall of flame a 
few minutes after the blast and 
the 200 residents were trapped in 
their rooms. A crowd of 10,000 
watched as screaming figures were 
silhouetted against the windows. 
The body of an unidentified man 


hurtled from a fifth floor win- 
dow to a second floor ledge.

A small stream also brings sewage

nel, a swifter flow would be as- 
sured and the effluent pipe at the 
plant could be submerged, as the 
department of health requires, in- 
stead of being above the present 
water line.

F. X. Weaver Leaves 
$12,500 Estate 


An estate valued at $12,500 is dis­ 
posed of by the will of Francis X. 
Weaver, prominent resident of Mc­ 
Sherrystown, which was entered to 
probate in the office of Robert E. 
Fisher, register and recorder. Mrs. 
Elizabeth C. Weaver, the widow, and 
the Rev. Father William B. Weaver, 
a son, are executors of the estate. 
Mr. Weaver was one of five persons 
fatally injured in an automobile ac­ 
cident near Spring Grove several 
weeks ago. 


Fire of an unknown origin this 
morning destroyed the large barn, 
harness, plow, fanning mill and a 
hay loader together with a large 
quantity of hay on the farm of 
Lloyd Heller, about one quarter of 
a mile north of McKnightstown on 
the Arendtsville road. 
The farm 
was formerly owned by H. L. Snyder. 
Just how the fire started is not 
known although the theory was ad­ 
vanced that it may have started 
from a spark from the chimney of 
the residence nearby. 
Mr. Heller wa* feeding his stock 
at about 5:30 this morning when 
members of his family noticed the 
top of the barn in flames. AH the 
stock was removed by Mr. Heller 
while Mrs. Heller ran to the home 
of Ira Deardorff some distance away 
to notify the department. She was 
unable to establish telephone com­ 
munication with the Cashtown fire 
company and Theodore Goss, of Mc­ 
Knightstown. drove to Cashtown to 
notify the firemen. 
Local Company Responds 
The Gettysburg fire company was 
also summoned and when they ar­ 
rived the Cashtown department was

stream. All efforts of the two com­ 
pends to save the bam. fifty by sev­ 
enty feet in size, were futile. The

The stock had been removed from

The damage was not estimated by 
Mr. Heller, The bara is destroyed 
and it Is said that the loss will run 
Into several thousand dollars.

the borough’s 
main sewer line east of the Tiber, 
a distance of 2.440 feet. 
Serve Future Homes 
The 
proposed extension 
would 
serve all homes to be erected in the 
future along West Broadway and 
West Lincoln 
avenue, Mr. 
Epley 
said, adding that the line was the 
only feasible plan for relieving the t 
pollution of the small stream and 
its attendant breeding of mosqui­ 
toes. 
Council was informed 
that the 
cost of laying an 8-inch line from 
West Broadway to join the borough 
line near the Tiber would be ap­ 
proximately 
$2,196. The cost of 
the terra cotta pipe alone would be 
$360. Mr. Epley said. 
Some discussion as to the owner­ 
ship of part of the land through 
which the proposed line would run

When our forefathers grew small 


russet apples solely for making 
cider, little would they "have wor- 
ried about 
diseases which 
blem- 


ished or deformed the fruit. But 
today with large richly flavored ap- 
ples, free of all blemishes, in keen 
competition for a profitable mar- 
ket, 
the viewpoint is entirely dif- 


ferent, according to the Pennsylva- 
nia department of agriculture. 


An example of. this present-day 


viewpoint is the movement to eradi- 
cate red cedar trees in the vicinity 
of extensive planting of apple or- 
chards. The reason for this work is 
that red cedar trees are the source 
of an infectious disease known as 
cedar apple rust which disfigures, 
blemishes and injures the quality of 
the fruij. and hampers the normal 
functioning of the foliage. 
"While 


there are several distinct species of 
cedar apple rust, is is believed that 
the principal damage to the apple 
is being caused by a species some- 
times referred to as a quince rust, 
which on the apple infects only the 
fruit. 


Disease Marks 


The common cedar apple rust 


produces gall-like growths some- 
times referred to as cedar apples 
on the red cedar, and infects both 
the foliage and fruit of the apple. 


The only known practical method 


of control for cedar apple rust is to 
remove one of the hosts on which 
the disease alternates. The disease 
passes back and 
forth regularly 


fore August 1, so that a complete 
survey can be made -of the injury 
or damage to the crop while it is 
still on the tree, K. W. Lauer, 
pathologist of the bureau, said. By 
removing..the red cedar trees within 
a radius of approximately three- 
fourths of a '-mile of the orchard, 
satisfactory control -measures can 
be secured.

The warning issued recently by 


the department of labor and indus- 
try to employers of the state who 
failed to take out workmen's com- 
pensation insurance has brought 
results in practically 75 per cent of 
the cases reported, according to Dr. 
A. M. Northrup, secretary of labor 
and industry. 


The law provides that every em- 


ployer, regardless of the number of 
employes, must take out insurance 


liabilities, unless exemption is se- 
cured from the 
department 
of 


labor and industry. 
Failure to in- 


sure carries a fine - and the possi- 
bility of imprisonment, plus cost of 
prosecution. 


"Costly Experience" 


"Although many employers saw 


the wisdom of following the advice 
of the Department of labor and in- 
dustry and have now taken out 
workmen's compensation insurance 
as required by law, some few still 
prefer to" learn through bitter and 
costly experience. 


"Recently I cited the case of a 


smal restaurant keeper who failed 
to take out compensation insurance. 
A ginger ale bottle exploded lodging 
a piece of glass in a waitress' eye 
which later necessitated removal of 
the eye. .The employer was faced 
with a $2,500 law suit because he 
had failed to comply with the law 


Example Cited 


"This story with its obvious warn- 


ing was circulated widely in the 
newspapers of. the state. Letters 
were sent, by the labor department 
to every .employer reported as not 
having takeri out compensation in- 
surance. Yet in spite of the pub- 
licity given to this case, a second 
case almost identical in character 
has come before me during the past 
week. 
Another small restaurant 


keeper through negligence or with 
a false idea of economy did not take 
out accident insurance. 
One of 


his witnesses fell while carrying a 
tray of dishes and sustained a deep 
cut in her hand.

HOOVER SIGNS 


HUGE TAX BILL 


$1,118,500,000 Revenue iMeas- 


ure Becomes Law At 5 


P. M. Monday. 


Washington, June 7 (AP).—The 


biggest 
collection of taxes ever 


enacted by the United States in 
peace time became law with a 
scratch of President Hoover's'pen at 
5 o'clock Monday afternoon while 
the senate plunged ahead with the 
national economy bill, needed to 
finish the budget balancing task. 


The chief executive signed the $1,- 


118,550,000 revenue measure 
less 


than two hours after it passed its 
final legislative test with senate ap- 
proval of the conference report 
reconciling differences in the meas- 
ure as passed by the senate and 
house. 


Excises Taxes Effective June 21 
Regular levies in the bill will be- 


come effective at the beginning of 
the 1933 fiscal year July 1, while the 
excise taxes will begin to bring in 
their revenues June 21, fifteen days 
after signing. 


By a vote of 46 to 35, the senate 


accepted the bill in its final form 
after a sharp debate m which an 
unsuccessful effort was made to have 
it sent back to conference for re- 
vision of a section imposing a 3 per 
cent tax on electrical energy to be 
paid by the consumer. 


Eleven republicans, most of them 


members of the independent wing, 
voted with twenty-three democrats 
and the one farmer-labor member 
against adopting the conference re- 
port. 


On a similar lineup a little earlier, 


the senate, by a vote of 42 to 33. 
upheld the action of Vice President 
Curtis in over-ruling a, point of or- 
der made against the conference re- 
port by Senator Howell, of Nebras- 
ka, independent republican. 


Controversial throughout its ca- 


reer, the tax bill in its final day on 
capitol hill was the center of a 
stormy debate in which charges were 
made that members of congress were 
influenced by the desires of the pow- 
er companies.

'There's 
sympathy!' This alone is a diversion to your unqualified contempt. 
He is stupid, and says nothing, but he seems to have something in 
him when he laughs." 


Never has hate brought about any good in the world. That Is 


the biggest condemnation for it. I have heard about "good haters." 
I never met one. They are all bad. 


I am perfectly willing to have people disagree with my ideas, or 
% 


my methods. I wouldn't want anyone to pattern his life after mine. 
But I wouldn't want to be hated. There are those whom I do not 
especially like, but I do not hate them. 


We are all pretty ignorant, in the last analysis. Hatred is really 


ignorance. 
Class hatred is the worst sort of ignorance. It's so 


unthinking. We would all be so much happier if we weighed things, 
thought them all out first, before rendering any judgment regarding 
them—and especially so where human beings are involved. 


In the Bible it speaks of getting wisdom—but with that wisdom, 


to get understanding. If \\e all had this understanding, there would, 
be no hatred in our system. That is certain. This understanding. - 
is such a rare gift, onshall I say accomplishment. Yet it is ttithinr- 
the reach and attainment of us all. 


Why do we hate? Because we do not love enough—the greatest 


reason, at any rate. Love and hate do not mix at all.

Hollywood-—Evidence of a rebirth 
of interest in foreign versions am ong 
several studios bears out th e obser­ 
vation of Richard B arthelm ess upon 
his return from a world tour recent­ 
ly th a t Hollywood is still the world 
center of the cinema. 
American films tem porarily lost 
popularity abroad when the novelty 
of talkies became routine, b u t now, 
Barthelm ess rem arked, the Holly­ 
wood products are to be seen every­ 
where again. 


Interest Lags 
For a while interest in th e for­ 
eign version was a t a low point in 
Hollywood. 
Producers here, strug­ 
gling with the domestic m arket’s 
problems, had devoted tim e and 
much effort to the perfection of 
m eans to exhibit th eir product ac­ 
ceptably in countries where Eng­ 
lish is not understood. 
They had tried the expedient of 
printing superimposed titles in the 
foreign language while the Holly­ 
wood players spoke English; 
had 
tried re-m aking their films w ith ac­ 
tual foreign actors; had developed, 
with painstaking care, a m ethod of 
putting foreign speech on the lips 
of Hollywood players, who were ever 
the most popular abroad.
